Letter from Louisiana. 


In one of my walks, while “ignorance 
was bliss,” I found a couple of live oaks 
that I easily climbed into, and there 
found nice reading places. I mentioned 
at the house my plans for the coming 
summer, but had them spoiled by one of 
the girls, who said, “Yes, that will be 
nice, but don’t look above your head or 
you may see a snake coiled among the 
branches.” I don’t have any longing to 
to climb trees now, no matter bow easily 
I can do it. 

Musquitos are an “all the year round” 
luxury. The beds are all provided with 
nets, fastened to tasty wooden covers 
about five feet above you, with iron wire 
and rings- and eg* be dr awn, ent r ely 
shutting out the little pests, or dropped 
over the head-board. 1 know of nothing 
more soothing than their songs around 
your “canopied couch,” while so sure 
you have them at a sad disadvantage. 
It’s bad for the musquitos, though. I 
suppose they regard us as debtors, and 
just think, what if you could not present 
your bills ! Don’t think that these little 
drawbacks to perfect enjoyment of a 
residence here, must be taken into con¬ 
sideration. Not at all. ^ey don’t troub¬ 
le the people any mom- than our rose 
bugs do us. I would willingly exchange 
our spring mud holes and winter snow 
and sleet, for serpents, insects, and even 
takethe alligators and part ef the “ebony," 
and consider that I had made a bargain 
to live by. Birds are numerous and beau¬ 
tiful. Our robins are here, and the woods 
are full of mocking birds. In the spring 
the boys catch them in traps, so get 
young ones and raise them. Those 1 
have seen are much prettier than any I 
ever saw ^ the North, and are sweeter 
singers. I nearly forgot the buzzards, 
scavengers of the South. They are near¬ 
ly always to be seen hovering and cir¬ 
cling over tho plantation, and to one 
who does not know what a blessing 
they are—keeping the air free from pu¬ 
trefaction—they seem like birds of evil 
omen. If the buzzards of society, the 
scandal mongers, would imitate alittlmore 
closely this worthy bird we might have 
charity for. them. I have no objections 
to their living on the refuse of the coun¬ 
try, on the faults and imperfections of 
others, but wish they would gloat over 
their dainty morsels in secret, and not 
show such pertinacity in holding them 
under other peoples noses. 

It is considered very healthy here on 
the Bayou ; there is no fovev, though 
some of the lower districts are subject 
to it, 1 have not heard of a ease of sick¬ 
ness since 1 h*trve been liwa.

The ceremony 
began a little after 9 o’clock, and was not 
concluded until after 11.

sugar house. When cool, the soft sugar 
is put in hogsheads, go arranged on a 
platform that the sirup can drip down 
into vessels set for the purpose. To 
hasten the drying, pieces of cane are put 
in the sugar reaching to the bottom, 
round which the sirup collects and for¬ 
ces an easy passage down to the vents. 
When dry the hogsheads are headed, 
sirup put up and both are ready for 
market. The planters realize from four 
to six cents a pound. This season the 
crop is a failure because of the rains last 
summer. In 1860 Lafourche parish 
made 29,781 hogsheads of sugar; last 
year 9,354 and this about 6,000 hogs¬ 
heads. I cannot vouch for the correct¬ 
ness of this statement, but it is sp given 
in tho reports. This yoar an average 
yield is about one hogshead to the acre. 
Unless frosts are unusually heavy the 
land is planted once in three years, the' 
stubble producing rattoons for the next 
crop. Corn is about half a crop this 
year. Rice in the growing districts bet¬ 
ter than for a few years past. 

Sea grass (I think itisso called),thatis 
used in the North by carriage and harness 
makers for cushions and pads, is found 
here, and what do you suppose it is? The 
pretty moss h*thgifig from tho trees that 
I wrote you about in my first lotter. I 
knew its uses then, but did not wish to 
spoil the effect by telling you. It is 
gathered at any time of tho year and 
placed in vats under water until the cellu¬ 
lar tissue has decayed, leaving the coarse 
threads or fibre which is your sea gross. 
This thread runs through the oenter of 
each division, *nd makes it very strong. 
The wind seldom detaches it, but as it 
sways to and fro it has a fine, though 
mournful effect. I can see a row of these 
festooned trees from my window, about 
httlf y; ir \ ile in the. distance, and others 
scattered around the “Iiqri'C-” I sup¬ 
pose botany would class this growth with 
parasites, but it is not yery bloodthirsty; 
I hear no complaints about its killing 
trees. yet it does in years. I think it is

Chapter Y. 

Unlike others of the whale species, the j 
sperm whale hus but oue spout hole, and | 
makesa very low,bushy spout,which ianot 
easily discerned on a very rough nay, 
because it looks so much like the white 
crest of a wave or “suv cap,” that mis¬ 
takes are frequently made, not only by 
green hands, but by old experienced 
whalemen, who have shouted out “There 
she blo-o-ws f at the top of their lungs, 
fully under the impression that they lmd 
raised a spout, when, in iacb, it was noth¬ 
ing more than a “sea cap.” 

The food of tho whale in a sort of sea 
monster, familiarly known as the “squid.” 
The size of this fish, if it oan l>e so call¬ 
ed, is not known, as they never come to 
the top of the water; or if they do, I 
lnive not been lucky enough, nor has 
anybody else that I ever knew been for¬ 
tunate enough to see one alive, so all we 
can judge of the size of tho animal is by 
large pieces that are frequently vomited 
up by the whale in his death struggles. 
Sofne of these pieces, or legs, have been 
found that were as much as 20 feet long 
and thick in proportion, of a milk white 
color ulid covered, on the under aido with

As I do not “aspire,” I cannot be crush- J 
ed bv your sarcasm. Yet if any state¬ 
ments are contradicted by following let¬ 
ters, do not say, “that’s like a girl” es 
from those given me, I have chosen from 
the best authority, and those which ob¬ 
servation seemed to prove. 

Cane is planted during March and 
April. Tho seed is sejectod the fall be¬ 
fore, from tho stalks which have the 
most joints or eyes, each one producing 
a rattoon or new shoot. The ground as 
left from the last crop lies in drills from 
ono to two feet high, and six foot apart. 
These are opened with a plow, and the 
cane stalks laid by two3 the whale length 
of the drill. Then a man with a cano 
knife (resembling a hatchet^ cuts the cane 
in longth frnm one to two' feet, and an¬ 
other follows and covers it with a 
hoe. After it is nicely up, it iB hoed 
every three weeks until it is too large to 
work around. If heavy rains fall there 
is standing water—as the land is very 
level—then if verry warm weather, the 
cane will not do well. The planters cal¬ 
culate to leave it as late ns possible and 
escape frost (usually qntil tho last of 
November,) as it sweetens fast after its 
growth is reached. If frost-bitten it 
makes mqjasses only ; if severely, vine¬ 
gar, as it usually sours. It is cut with 
a canc knife; a man, taking as many

MEXICO MARKETS. 


By a fire in a knitting mill at Ben¬ 
nington, Vermont, Tuesday, nine women 
were killed.

Waite, and it was laid over under the 
rule one day. 

The Houso committee on post offices 
and post roads on Tuesday decided to re¬ 
strict the free delivery of letters to cities 
having not less than 25,000 inhabitants. 

The Toledo Despatch giveB a biief bio¬ 
graphical sketch of the new Chief-justice. 
He was born in Connecticut, is a grad¬ 
uate of Yale College, is now 58 years old, 
has lived in Toledo since 1838, and has 
twice declined appointment to tho Su¬ 
preme Bench, State of Ohio. 

A despatch frofn Creenboro, N. C. an¬ 
nounces the death of the Siamese twins 
on Saturday morning last. Chang was 
partially paralyzed last fall, since which 
time he has been fretful and strongly 
addicted to drinking liquors as a means 
alleviating his suffering. As soon as it 
was understood that Chang was dead, 
Eng became terribly shocked and raved 
wildly for a while, at times -exhibiting 
signs of great mental aberration.

Purchasers of 


A majority of the members of the 
late Spanish Cortes have adopted a vote 
of confidence in Castelar, and requested 
him to prepare a manifesto to the nation. 

The intransigentes at Barcelona have 
Surrendered. Contreras, Ferrez, and 
Galvez have been sent to Algiers, and the 
other Cartagenian refugees to Oran and 
Mers-el-Kebef. 

Cardinal Antonclli is dangerously ill. 
His disease is stated to be gout in the 
stomach. Sc serious is the condition of 
the aged Cardinal that the Pope has ad¬ 
ministered extreme unction. 

At a meeting of tho creditors of J ay 
Cooke <fc Co., Thursday, of last week, it 
was decided to place the settlement of 
the estate in the hands of a trustee and 
committee of creditors. Edwin Lewis 
has been appointed receiver. 

The National ‘Woman’s Suffrage Con¬ 
vention, in session at Philadelphia, on 
Friday adopted a resolution calling for 
the impeachment of Judge Hunt. 

Attorney General Williams, on Sat¬ 
urday, senta dispatch to Governor Davis, 
of Toxas, stating that according to the 
provisions of the constitution of Texas, 
more than four years haviug expired 
since his election, his right to the office 
is so doubtful that the President is • not 
warranted in furnishing troops to aid 
him in holding tho office. 

Mrs. John C. Fremont writes to a 
gentleman in Philadelphia that the re¬ 
port declaring l*»r husband to be afflicted 
with a cancer is entirely false, and that 
the general’s hoalth is excellent. 

Vice President Wilson has abandoned 
his trip to Florida, and will return to 
Massachusetts. His health is much im¬ 
proved, but he will not at present resume 
his place in the Senate. 

Governor Hartranft,of Pennsylvania, 
has returned all the railroad passes sent 
to him at tho beginning of the year, and 
his example, it is expected, will be fol¬ 
lowed by all the heads of tliq State de¬ 
partments. 

The Supreme Court of the United 
Statas, has given a decision in favor of 
George O. Marcy, of Boston, confirming 
the validity of $40,000 worth of Illinois 
registered town bonds, issued in aid of 
tho Illinois Grand Trunk railroad. The 
town attempted to avoid paying intorest 
©n tho bonds, alleging that they were il¬ 
legally issued. The basis of the court’s 
decision was, that no irregularity prece¬ 
dent to the issue-—not even fraud on the 
part of the agents of the town—can viti¬ 
ate the bonds in the hands of an innocent 
holder. The court applies the same rules 
to these bonds as arc applied to commer¬ 
cial paper. .

Stopping a Newspaper. —There is 
occasionally an individual who subscribes 
for a newspaper and lets it run after the 
time paid for, taking it out of the office 
for months, and somotimes a year or 
more, then orders it “stopped” without 
paying up what is due the publisher or 
publishers. The following case fully ex¬ 
plains the penalty attached to such a 
course. If you want to stop a news¬ 
paper that has boon continued for a 
longer time than paid for, just pay up 
arrearages, «and if the newspaper is then 
continued, refuse to take it from the post- 
office. The following is the example re¬ 
ferred to: 

►Smith & Hoyt vs. George Murphy. 
Action was brought by the plaintiffs to 
recover one and one-half year’s subscrip¬ 
tion to the Franklin Register. Defend¬ 
ant claimed he subscribed for the paper 
for three months and ordered it to b© 
stopped at tho expiration of that time. 
It was not stopped and defendant took 
some papera from the office after the time 
paid for expired. Ho then refused to 
take them from tho office, and also re¬ 
fused to pay arrearages. Some time since 
summons was issued, and tho case was 
tried before 8. L. Slade, Justice. Decis-

Dr. Gallaudet 
and Clerc left Paris June 15th, and sail¬

I College. Dr. Gallaudet remained at his 
j post as long as he could, but on account 
of feeble -retired from tbe Hart¬ 

ford Institution in Nay., 1830 , and in 
the following January Dr. pew, retired 
to assume control of the Neyv York'in¬ 
stitution ; and in 1842, the Rev. Thomas 
Gallaudet became connected as teacher 
with this latter Institution. 

On the 20th of §er>t, 1850, the 
mutes of New England presented Dr. 
Gallaudet and Mr. Clerc with two silver 
pitchers.
